English gentlemen wear corsetg, and that 
the practice of tight lacing among men is 
becoming very general in Europe." It is 
undoubtedly a fact thnt a great many 
Eng- 


lish gentlemen wear stays, particularly when 
they ride on borne back. 
So general is tho 


custom becoming that certain corset-makers 
in London now 
advertise themselves as 


gentlemen's stay makers. 
Tho practice is 


also quite prevalent in Prussia, particularly 
among tho oflicerg of the army. 
Bnt a stiff 


and upright carriage is uot considered in 
good taste among tho Parisian exquisites, 
and so the white satin corsets of tbe dandies 
of Gompiegne have fouud but few imitators 
in France.-^[Chicago Times.
